Circular No 6. entitled, "The 
Control of Cutworms in the Prai¬ 
rie Provinces," has been prepar¬ 
ed by El G.Strickland, field officer 
in charge of the Entomological 
laboratory, Lethbridge, Alta. 

The red-becked cutworm end 
the pale western cutworm are 
the two most destructive species 
with which the farmers in the 
prairie provinces have to con¬ 
tend. The latter aperies in 1912 
destroyed upwar's of 35,0(0 
acres of grain in Southern Alta. 

The general life history and 
habits of these insects are dis¬ 
cussed and important informa¬ 
tion on their control given. Far¬ 
mers in the prairie provinces for 
whom this circular has been 
specially prepared should become 
thoroughly familiar with it be¬ 
fore spring, in order that they 
may know the means to adopt to 
protect their crops from the rav¬ 
ages of cutworms. Application 
for the circular should be made 
to the chief of the Publications 
Branch. Department of Agricul¬ 
ture, Ottawa. 

Enquires regarding cutworms 
in general or other insect 'pests 
should be addressed to the Do¬ 
minion Entomologist, Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture. Ottawa 
In cases of emergency farmers 
in the prairie provinces may

Expenditures in 


Agricultural Aid 


How the Federal Grant Hae Been 
•pent by the Provinces 

The report of Mr. C. C. James on 
the work done In the various prov¬ 
ince# of Canada under the Agricul¬ 
tural Aid act and the Agricultural In¬ 
struction act has been presented. 

It covers the four yeara since the 
passage of the Hon. Martin Burrell'a 
two acta for the Improvement of 
agricultural conditions by faderal 
financial aid, and is a voluminous 
work. 

The total amount of the federal 
grants In those years hae been 92.900,- 
000 , the expenditure during the first 
year being half a million with annu¬ 
al increases of one hundred thousand 
dollars. 

In a survey of the work done Mr. 
James devotee considerable space to 
emphasising the Importance of agri¬ 
cultural education, and points out 
that agricultural Instruction In the 
schools hae become widespread In the 
United States. 

The question of efficient rural 
schools, he says, U one of the presa- 
t lug problems of the day. ninety-five 
per cent, of the farm boys and girls 
receiving their whole education in 
one-teacher schools of very low effic¬ 
iency. 

The report gives details of the use 
made of the grants In providing new 
buildings and equipment both in con- 
neotiofi with and Independent of the 
agricultural colleges and reviews the 
field covered by "women's work," 
Under the latter bead there hae been 
■pent 932,322, of watch Ontario spent 
911,939- 

The Importance of the work of ag¬ 
ricultural district representatives Ia 
also emphasised, the expenditures In 
Ontgrlo under this head amounting to 
9202.097. and in Quebec to 913.407. 


{‘Bet the idea la beginning to pene¬ 
trate the Teutons head that this la not 
a war of victories, hut a war of ex 
termination oT hia species. We In Brit¬ 
ain are better informed on this point 
than we were u year ago 

"When a whole nation goes Info the 
trenches there can be no victories, 
there can only be killing, and at least 
three nations desire greedily that the 
Teuton be killed In retell since he 
cannot be killed In wboleeale. 

"The German cannot withdraw from 
his present lines. He dare not because 
he would have to explain that action 
to hla own people. He must use him¬ 
self up gradually, eltner by advancing 
and winning victories, or by staying 
where he is. 

"And when he Is used up there will 
be very* little of the German problem 
to settle. That la the end wbereta 
the destinies are bearing ua despite 
all efforts we have made to avoid It 

"The question of indemnity to Ger¬ 
many has disappeared by the force of 
facts. If abe claims one It will be 1 
cheaper to continue killing If she de¬ 
mands peace without indemnity, re¬ 
turning to the statue quo, whet guar¬ 
antee will there be that as soon as 
civilisation Is disarmed she will not 
throw hereei: on. us again? 

"The moral law directing her life 
compels her to do so. 

"Tost la why her ships cannot he 
allowed to go on the sea again. 

"She cannot wage any more war 
than she Is now waging, because ahe 
la engaged In all possible fronts. She 
can defend and consolidate her con¬ 
quests, but whet goo I D consolidation 
when she perpetually hae to throw 
men Into the fringe of flrd burning all 
around her? 

“Allah hae decreed that ahe ehali 
perish by her own act, from the con 
sequencee of the law tost ahe pro¬ 
fesses. and through her own tempers 
menL if the allies had won five or 
•lx months ago they would have left 
Germany still capable of regaining ber 
lines. 

"No Germany will remain. This 
may sound extravagant, but all that 
will remain will he a few peoples liv¬ 
ing on the eternal defensive in moral, 
social and political trenchea Grant 
that everything In Oermany favors a 
defensive impossible to break, and in¬ 
flux of foodstuffs which cannot be 
stopped, a people indefinitely enthusi¬ 
astic for war. Even then we must 
hold on—France, who hae paid the 
price of ber flesh; Britain with her 
half million losses and about to pay 
more; Russia vlth her dead Impos¬ 
sible to count 

"All the rats are before us In the 
same ditch, and as far as Britain and 
the empire are concerned, we can put 
as many men into the lines in France 
to hold the Teutons as the French 
hgve. 

"Regarding the financial ettuetfon 
If 1 were younger 1 would say an Im¬ 
mense wave of prosperity follows 
•very war, but f leave that thesis to 
people twenty yeara younger and ac¬ 
cept the common belief that universal 
ruin awaits ua. ..

Farmers end Ranchers of Albert* 
Benefiting From Competitive 
Market 

Following la part of a report made 
by a livestock commission firm at Cal* 
eery, wmeo tells its own story; 

"ihe best indication o( Ui« growing, 
strength in the market is lit* broad 
outlet for generous receipts, whlcn la 
the case oi hogs, the easieru packer* 
are apparently unable to buy •unic- 
lent hogs In the' east to fill ihe de¬ 
mand, and are therefore compelled 
to pay high prices bere to compel* 
with local packers, in regard to too 
cattle market we opened a uew outlet, 
by ahlppiug to Beams, which has had. 
a stimulating ante* on tue market 
here. We have had abipped. since me 
middle of November, over 2 .U 0 O head 
of beef cattle. We might a»so add that 
these cattle brought the top price on 
the open market The highest price 
paid on the Beattie market was lur an. 
Alberta steer, which wo snipped De¬ 
cember 20, 1916, weighing 1.700 lbs , 
which brought the fancy price of loo 
per lb. 

"Since the opening of the Alberta, 
stockyards the livestock business in 
Alberta hae grown, and markets have 
been opened, which have given the 
farmers a competitive market for 
thaJr livestock. 

"The hog Industry has multiplied 
many times in the last threg yeara. 
There are many signs poiut:ftg to so. 
increase In the number of sheep and 
cattle. The aheap business la being 
developed rapidly, and the demand for 
breeding ewes has i>eot prices up bold 
east and weal.

Acoordlng to a bulletin laauad by 
the department of agriculture of Man¬ 
itoba tho dairy lnduatry had a vary 
successful aeaaon In the year 191b. 
There waa an Increaaa of over 1 , 000 ,- 
000 Iba. in creamery butter produc¬ 
tion over the prevloua year, about 
190,000 Iba. in create in dairy butter 
and over 26,000 Iba. Increase In the 
output of cheeae. The increase In the 
total value of milk and milk products 
was over 14X7,000. 

The production of dairy butter for 
the province during tha year waa 4.* 
160,444 lbs. which hroughl an aver¬ 
age price of 23c per lb. Of creamery 
butter 6.839,667 Iba were produced 
which commanded an average price of 
29c per lb. The production of cheese 
waa 726,721 lbs., and the average 
price 16 c per lb. The total value of 
Chase three products Is given as 92.- 
760,697.04. In aidltton to this Is a 
milk production valued at 9926,669.00, 
and cream valued at 9168.826.88. The 
average price of milk is quoted at 
21c per lb., and the average price of 
sweet cream 32c p<r lb. butter fat. 

In connection with the daily Indus 
try of Manitoba, it Is Interesting to 
aote that almost the most Important 
fodder crop now is com, of which the 
production In 1916. notwithstanding 
an unfavorable season, amounted to 
190,132 tons.

Gigantic Land ParchasePlan 

Great Britain Will Provide Employ¬ 
ment for Discharged Troops 

One of the results of the war, j9o> 
cording to reliable In format tony will 
be the adoption by the British govern¬ 
ment of a big scheme of land purchase 
for Brits hi such as has been so sue 
coseful In Ireland. 

Cdnfranted with the twofold prob¬ 
lem of providing employment for 
discharged soldiers, both during and 
after the war, and the desirability 
also demonstrated by exertences In 
the war, of materially Increasing 
home grown food euppllee, the homo 
office, the hoard o. trade and the 
board of agriculture entered Into 
consultation with the war office and 
Che admiralty and the outcome waa 
the appointment by the board of 
agriculture of a special committee, 
presided over by Bir Harry C. Vemoy, 
parliamentary secretary to the board 
of agriculture. 

The report of the committee, which 
will shortly be published. Is said to 
recommend extensive state acquisi¬ 
tions of land bv compulsory purchase 
for the establishment on a large ecale 
of colonlea of small holders, and the 
development of cooperative buying 
and marketing and of agricultural 
credit banka, together with a provi¬ 
sion for a large cute grant to put the 
propoeals Into operation. Naturally 
the scheme will require parliamen¬ 
tary sanction.

Getting Chicks From 

Desired Hens 

By A. P. Marshall, Niagara Falla, Caiv 
ada. Breeder Nlagradot White 
Wyandottes 

At a recent show talking of one 
of his sales, a prominent breeder 
mpde the remark: “She was one ol 
those big fat hens, don't you know, 
and as sometimes will happen, my 
customer failed to get a chick. But 
she was a beauty and 1 expected he 
would do well with her." 1 wonder 
how often t|ila happens during the 
breeding season? Don't we all oc¬ 
casionally have a hen }uat like this 
which If she Is not handled right will 
give us nothing whatever but wltn 
Just a little good handling would give 
us excellent chicks and very profit¬ 
ably? 

When mating up the birds a good 
deal can be done to determine dif¬ 
ferent types of birds requiring differ 
ent handling and no doubt the birds 
may be sorted into small pens having 
a similarity of characteristics that 
will guarantee like resulta under the 
same treatment. That Is one way of 
controlling heavy or light henaaa the 
cnee may be or very heavy layera re¬ 
quiring abundant food so that they 
will not become run down and have 
the extra vitality in the egg to guar¬ 
antee reproductive strength. 

Last season we remember a par¬ 
ticularly heavy laying pullet from 
wblcb we wanted to get s lot of 
chicks but she persisted In laying so 
heavily that It was hard to keep up 
the vitality to get chicks from all bar 
eggs. This puilet was hatched Jan 
14tb, and started laying July 2nd, has 
kept standUy at It through tha mouit 
and In December up to the 16th has 
laid 11 eggs. By watching her care¬ 
fully and keeping her In good flesh 
wi believe we should get chicks from 
most of her eggs that we set. In an¬ 
other case a wonderfully good hen In 
December la laying well, although 3 
years old. but the difficulty here ts 
to keep her down In fat. An Immense 
hen of striking vitality laying extra 
large eggs like this one Is extra valu¬ 
able and It Is weH worth while to 
watch her Individuality and make 
sure she produces chickens such as 
In other years have proven to be ex¬ 
ceptionally good. 

Of course, forcing the birds to work 
and scratch for what they get does 
balance to some extent the quantity 
fed for the heaviest workers will find 
more than thoee Inclined to be fat or 
even If they do want more they must 
work more, but this however does not 
always work out to perfection, ihe 
Instinct of some birds seems to make 
them almost clever In their ability 
to get what they want without work¬ 
ing for IL They will often let the 
other bird do tbe scratching and they 
gobble the feed. 

The only way, therefore, In such a 
case Is to know the condition of them 
all, which Is easily determtend if one 
Is continually on the alert sad obser¬ 
vant of the condition the birds show. 
If necessary odd birds can be taken

condition was overlooked. 

Every hen In a breeding pen should 
be furnished eggs that batch well 
or from a breeding standpoint she Is 
a dead loss no matter hew valuable s 
specimen she may be otherwise. 
Breeden will do woll to observe 
which the hens are not producing 
fertlltf and more than this where 
fertlljf does exist are 'he eggs pro¬ 
ducing vigorous chicks? If not, there 
Is a reason In most cases probably 
It can be corrected with a little com¬ 
mon sense treatment. Fertility means 
nothlnfc without strength Cloeer ob 
serration In this direction should 
bring results.

Are For the British Army and Worth 
Probably Over $10,000,000 

An ordsr for 800,000 eighteeu- 
pounder shrapnel shells has been re¬ 
ceived ' by the imperial munitions 
board from the British ministry of 
munitions. 

Tins Is the first large order to Can¬ 
ada «ince the present Imperial muni- 
• lions board succeeded the shell com¬ 
mittee, the board’s energies having 
been directed chiefly towards hasten¬ 
ing deliveries on orders placed so ou¬ 
tline ago. 

It Is probable that new orders will 
be allotted In tbs form of renewals to 
firms which are already engaged In 
the manufacture of these shells. The 
munitions Industries In Canada have 
developed greater capacity for turning 
out elghteen-pounder shrapnel shells 
than for the manufacture of any other 
and li well able to take care of the 
large order which has Just been re¬ 
ceived. 

The value of the order was not stat¬ 
ed, but, based on prices reported for 
orders placed during the past year, It 
should be worth between 910 , 000,000 
and 912.000.000.

Would Crucify Humanity 

Doctrine of Frightfulneas Expounded 
by German Clergymen From 
Their Pulpits 

We reprint the extracts in full: 

Pastor Zoebei. speaking in the great 
Lutheran church In Lelpslc, said 

One ot the puxxlea of the war has 
been the altitude of the Oerman cler¬ 
gy. which has throughout made itself 
at once the mouthpiece and the in¬ 
spiration ot the ultra-militarist party, 
and out-heroded Herod iu its advocacy 
of the most un-Christian forme of 
Kultur. An attempt has been made In 
some quarters to mako us believe that 
the aocusatlone levelled against Ger¬ 
man preachers in this respect are ex¬ 
aggerated and based on misleading re¬ 
port!; but the extracts from sermons 
recently perached in Germany which 
the Rev. W. Burgess of Home, super¬ 
intendent of Wesleyan Methodist mis¬ 
sions In Italy, has contributed to the 
"Methodist Times" show that there 
are the beet reasons for the worst 
things that have been said about Ger¬ 
man ministers of religion, at tbe same 
time they do not help us to a solution 
of the riddle. 

"It is this deep consclouanss of our 
mission that permits us to congratu¬ 
late ourselves .and rest content with 
a heart full of gratitude, when our 
guns best down the children of Satan, 
and when our marvellous submarines 
—instruments to execute the Divine 
vengeance—eend to the bottom of the 
sea thousands of the non-elect. 

"Ye must fight the wicked with 
every means In our power; thelr-auf- 
ferings should give us pleasure, their 
cries of despair should not move 
German hearts. There ought to be no 
compromise with hell, no mercy for 
the servants of 8atan—in other words 
no pity for the English, French and 
Russians, nor Indeed for any nation 
that baa sold Itself to the Devil. They 
have all been condemned to death by 
a Divine decree." 


Proieesor Rheinhold 8eeby, who 
teaches theology In tbe Berlin Uni¬ 
versity, preach i uk In the cathedral or 
the city, aal*d 

"We do not hate our enemies We 
obey the command of God. who tells 
us to love them. But we believe that 
In killing them. In putting them 
to suffering, lo burning their house*, 
In JnsadlOB their territories, we sim¬ 
ply perform a work of charity. Divine 
love Is seen everywhere la the world, 
but men have to suffer for their sal¬ 
vation. Human parents love their 
chlldren, yet they chastise them. Ger¬ 
many loves other nations, and when 
she punishes them It Is for their 
good." 

Pastor Frits Philippi, of Berlin, 
from his Protestant pulpit, among 
other things, said: 

"As the Almighty allowed His Son 
to be crucified that the scheme of re¬ 
demption might be accomplished, so 
Germany is destined to crucify hu¬ 
manity In order that Its salvation may 
be secured. Tbe humsn race can only 
be saved by blood, by fire, and sword. 
German warrior* do not shed blood 
with a light heart. They look upon It 
as a sacred duty Imposed on them, a 
duty they cannot neglect without com¬ 
mitting aln. Our beloved Emperor 
hates the horrors of war. Tbrough 
long years he labored to maintain the 
peace of the world. Germany has 
never employed fores to menace the 
Independence of any nation. It 1* 
really because we are pure that we 
have been chosen by the Almighty as 
Ills Instruments to punish the en¬ 
vious, to chastise the wicked, and to 
slay wlflj the aword sinful nations. 

“The Divine mission of Germany, 
oh, brethren! Is to crucify humanity! 
.he duty of German soldiers, there-1 
fore, la to strikj without mercy. They 
must kill, burn and destroy; and half¬ 
measure* would be wicked: Let It, 
then, be a war without pity. The Un¬ 
moral and the friends and allien of 
Satan must be destroyed, as an evil 
plant Is uprooted. 

“Satan himself, who has corns Into 
the world In the form of s great {low¬ 
er (England i must be crushed. On 
Germany Is laid the Divine command 
to bring about t-.e destruction of those 
who are the personification of evil. 
Vm this work Is finished, fire and 
■word will not have been used In vein. 
The redemption of humanity will oe 
achieved. The kingdom ol rigtiteoua- 
nees will be established on tbe earth, 
and the Oerman empire, which will 
have created IL will remain Its pro¬ 
tector."—London Dally News.

An Unfair 
Division 

There is at present before the 
legislature of Saskatchewan a bill 
the object of which is to place 
one mill tax on all property for 
the purpose of the patriotic fund. 

The reason for this is not far 
to seek. For some time a number 
of people have thought that the 
system of voluntary method is to 
be commended in that it calls 
upon the individual to give to 
the point of sacrifice. It has its 
weakness in that there are many 
who are not giving at all. Many 
people, realizing the urgency of 
the fund and the need of those 
who benefit thereby, are giving 
and giving well, to the point ol 
sacrifice in fact. But on the 
other hand there are those who' 
are evading the national respon¬ 
sibility of supporting the fund, 
but, because there is no compul¬ 
sion, they are neglecting what is 
obviously their duty. 

Clearly then, only a moderate 
proportion of the population are 
doing the subscribing for the en¬ 
tire whole, which, on the face ot 
it, is an unfair division. Every¬ 
body ought to give to this fund. 

It is a responsibility which 
rests with all of us; the soldien 
are doing the fighting, we ought 
to do the paying. But as long at 
the fund is supported voluntarily 
there will be those who wil. 
evade it, and in order to mak< 
them pay their fair share of thi 
cost, some system of taxation 
ought to be enforced. Leaving 
St to “the other fellow” jsn’l 
patriotism, it is meanness. 

The German Failure 
At Verdun. 

For the third time the German 
army has been hurled against thi 
bulwark of Verdun, and for thi 
third time it has found that it ws 
impossible to break through the 
French defences. 

Will the enemy entertain the 
idea of a fourth assault, sacrific 
ing the lives of thousands of thi 
best of his soldiers for practically 
nothing, or will it be a case ot 
turned tables with the French 
undertaking the initiative? 

The German offensive against 
Verdun has turned out to be, ai 
we suggested at the commence¬ 
ment of the first offensive, main 
ly for political reasons. From thi 
attack the whole German natior 
expected that the troops of thi 
Kaiser, which were selected foi 
the work from the best regiments, 
would break down the French de¬ 
fences. Thereby some heart would 
have been put into the Germar 
people who are being tested 
under the strain of war with no¬ 
thing accruing to their troops. 
But the third attack has failei 
and the French lines are as un¬ 
broken as ever. 

Now it seems that the Germam 
have no choice but to keep up an 
offensive against the point, bul 
in the future their attacks will 
not be of the nature of those al¬ 
ready passed. They cannotbe.it 
will only be what might be term¬ 
ed suspended animation. From 
this situation it is not improbable 
that the French, after having in¬ 
flected the severe moral and mat¬ 
erial damage of the past few 
weeks to their foes, will them- 
, selves take the measure of an off¬ 
ensive which would shortly spread 
to the whole line of the Allies. 
That a movement such as this is 
in contemplation cannot be denied 
and that it may be taken directly 
after the German failure at Ver¬ 
dun is rather more than likely. 

Council Cannot 
Tax The Slot Machines. 

Nothing can be done against 
the slot machine, it appears, the 
council having no power to levy 
a special tax upon them. 

In a recent case which was carr¬ 


ied to the courts it was decided 
that a slot machine wherein a per¬ 
son deposits money with the 
knowledge that he receives either 
gum or some other goods, or a 1 
trade cheque, was not a gamb¬ 
ling device, and that it is quite 
legitimate. 

This decision seems to be based 
on legal grounds as to what gamb¬ 
ling really is, and does not con¬ 
sider the moral Bide of the quest¬ 
ion at all. It is a pity that towns I 
such as this have to put up with | 
these devices being about with-, 
out having power to do anything 
to stop them. 

They may not be regarded as 
gambling devices by the law, but 
it is unanswerable that they are 
an incentive to gambling and lead 
to games of chance in other dir¬ 
ections, but as the council is 
powerless to carry its power in 
this matter the only thing to do 
13 for parents to see to it that 
ihe youngsters are not given to ] 
frequent.ng the places where; 
these machines are kept 

In some towns the citizens 
have taken the matter into their 
jwn hands and forcibly ejected 
.he machines which, if not law, 
is certainly logic. 

Abolish the 
Manufacture 

, The recent sweeping viotory, 
for the dry s’ in Manitoba is but | 
another manifestation of the 
sentiment of the Canadian public 
in regard to the liquor traffic. A 
majority in the neighborhood of 
two to one in favour of prohibi¬ 
tion by the people of Manitoba, 
after the decisive vote of Alberta 
is certainly plain speaking by the 
people with the vote. Thus we 
have the three prair e provinces 
provincial ly dry. Ontario, with 
its local option areas, is on the 
fence in regard to it, and the 
probabilities are that ere long 
-hat province will follow the lead 
jf the prairies, and the matter 
cannot long be delayed in British 
Columbia where there is an ever 
growing sentiment. 

With this overwhelming feel¬ 
ing for dry Canada the Dominion 
Government cannot long delay 
takingaction to abolish the manu¬ 
facture of liquor in the Dominion 
which is under Dominion charter, 
rhe provinces have done all in 
their power to better their con¬ 
dition by decreeing that liquor 
shall not be sold save for specific 
purposes. More than that they 
cannot do as the manufacturers 
iperate underDominion ordnance. 

But the day of the saloon in 
Canada is doomed. The people 
do not want it and the Dominion 
Parliament will no doubt soon 
■frant the people the last thing 
for which they are asking, the 
abolition of the manufacture. 
Then will the work which was 
commenced so well in Alberta 
ind carried on so magnificently 
.n Manitoba be completed. 

Eliminating 
The Fire Danger. 

The Hon, C. R Mitchell’s bill, 
which is introduced into the Ed¬ 
monton legislature, is to elimin- 
ite, as far as possible, the present 
■Treat danger of fires that there 
is in the towns and villagegof the 
province. The measure will in¬ 
troduce strong condemnation of 
fire traps, especially in the small¬ 
er towns, condemning unsafe 
ihacks and houses and investi¬ 
gating all fires that take place. A 
jfire commissioner will be appoint¬ 
ed whose duty it will be totravel 
through the province condemn¬ 
ing all dangerous buildings. 

The need for something of this 
sort has been great for some 
time. There ib much too great a 
loss by fire in this country, for, 
once a fre, however small, gets 
going in imall towns with wood¬ 
en buildings and inadequate fire 
protection, the chances are that 
the town will be destroyed. 

One of the great factors in the 
elimination of the fire danger 
would be the selling of larger 
building lots with the restriction 
that only a certain proportion be

THE sole bead of a family, or any 
J- male over 18 yeara old. may home¬ 
stead a quarter section of available 
Dominion land ia Manitoba. Saskatch¬ 
ewan or Alberta. Applicant muat 
appear in person at the Dominion Lands 
Agency or Sub Agency for the District 
Entry by proxy may be made at aoy 
Dominion Lands Agency (but not Sub- 
Agency), on certain condition*. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land m each of 
three yeara. A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of hia homestead on a 
farm of at least 80 acres, on certain con 
ditiona. A habitable houae is required 
except when residence ia performed ia 
the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader ia 
good standing may preempt a quarter 
section alongside bis homeaUad. Price 
|3 00 per acre. 

Duties—Six months residence ,a each 
of three years affter earning homestead 

r itent; also SO acres extra cultivation. 

ix emption patent may be obtained as 
soon as homestead patent, on certain 
conditions. 

A aettler who baa exhausted his 
homestead right may lake a purchased 
homestead in certain districts. Price 
13.00 per acre. Duties— Must reside six 
months in each of three years, cultivate 
50 acres and a reel a bouse worth 8300. 

The ares of cultivation is subject to 
reduction in case of rough, scrubby or 
stony laod. Livestock may be substi 
tuted for cultivation under certain con¬ 
ditions.

the most serious problems facing 
Canada to-day is the matter of 
handling the hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of returned soldiers after 
the close of the war. Their mil¬ 
itary service will have unsettled 
and unfitted many of them for a 
return to ordinary clerical and 
sedentary life and something will 
have to be done to enable them 
to obtain outside employment. 
The problem is further complicat¬ 
ed bv the fact that without doubt 
a ve y 'arge number of meq who 
will be mustered out from the 
British army will want to. emi¬ 
grate to overseas dominions, and 
provision must be made to pro¬ 
perly take care of them and col¬ 
onize them in suitable employ¬ 
ment. 

' "The problem is one of such 
magnitude that it must be faced 
and solved by the British Govern¬ 
ment, but the Provincial Govern¬ 
ments and the large Canadian 
corporations must also do their 
part Realizing that the crisis 
must be met and desiring to take 
its share of the burden of trying 
to solve this problem and assist 
the men who have fought the 
battles of the Empire, the Can¬ 
adian Pacific Railway has decid¬ 
ed to establish in western Can¬ 
ada colonies which, for the mom¬ 
ent, we are calling Returned Vet¬ 
erans-Colonies, where men who 
wish to go in for farming can 


While much discussion has re¬ 
cently been carried on as to the 
best method of dealing with the 
soldiers who return after the war, 
both Canadian soldiers and the 
British veterans who, according 
to general opinion, are not unlike¬ 
ly to come to Canada in consider¬ 
able numbers, few practical sug¬ 
gestions have been made. With 
the object of finding whether the 
Canadian Pacific Railway had 
any proposal under consideration 
an intei view was obtained wi h 
Lord Shaughnesay, the president 
x>f the company, who made the 
following statement:- 

“As a matter of fact,” said the ( 
C.P.R. president, "we have been 
gi vi lg the question the must care-; 
iul consideration and have just 
decided on a most comprehensive 
plan of colonization which will te 
the largest of its kind in the his¬ 
tory of the Canadian Pacific Rail¬ 
way, and as you know, we have 
done some colonization in the 
world. The details of the colon¬ 
ization plan are being worked out 
just now and when I tell you that 
it involves the preparation of per¬ 
haps as many as a .thousand 
farms in Western Canada for 
occupation in the spring of next 
year you may realize the size of 
our undertaking.

GREAT TRIUMPH OF THE FLEET 
AND SEC URITY OF THE EMPIRE 

FATB OF EMPIRE HELD IN HANDS OF THE NAVY 


A Few Thou tend Men in Change of the Grand Fleet ExertinJ a 
Greater Pressure on Enemy than the Huge Land Forces 
and in Final Analysis, Decision Rests with Navy 


▲ map of the world today exhibits 
a world at war. four contlnaou 
would be colored black as supplying 
combatant* or in jeopardy. In Kur- 
ope—Cette vlellle Europe, as Napol¬ 
eon called It—tbe conflict la so des¬ 
perate, aud along *o many lines of 
furious violence, that, listening, you 
can almost bear from anywhere tbe 
boom of tbe guns, the tramp of arm 
ed men. tbe cries of tbe wounded, tbe 
answering sUenoe of tbe dead. MU 
Uon« of meh have gone down Into 
darkness. Millions more may be dee- 
tlned to follow tbern. Tbe Hues away, 
now backwards, now forwards, and 
he would be a bold man who would 
definitely declare what would be tbe 
ultimate reault of this world battle. 
"Somewhere In tbe British Islands," 
or Its surrounding seas there Is a 
place which in the largest scale map 
of the arena of war would not occupy 
more than a minute fraction of a 

R ln's head. A few thousand men— 
mb In total numbers than tbe cas¬ 
ualties of a normal land attack— 
there rest quietly on strange mach¬ 
ines wrought of steel and iron, all .of 
which could be packed into a few 
square miles. But these men and 
machines are the Grand Fleet of tbe 
British empire. And the contents of 
this fraction of a pin’s bead will de¬ 
cide the war. with tbe end coming 
perhaps today, perhaps tomorrow; 
but with tbe end assured. 

If our enemies could only obtain, as 
a gift of the gods they worship, soma 
earthquake or volcanic or frightful 
natural upheaval, bow Inevitable 
would be tbelr choice. Not London, 
the heart of the empire; not the mil¬ 
lions who hold the line from East to 
West; but Just this tloy spot In the 
ocean where a commander, always 
watchful, control machines the fear 
of which keeps the German fleet In 
hiding behind booms and protective 
mines, and whose existence gives the 
freedom of the ocean, not only to the 
armed forces of ourselves and our al¬ 
lies. but to the peaceful plying of the 
commerce of all the merchantmen of 
the wosW—except thoee of our ene¬ 
mies. The German flag flies no¬ 
where In the seven seas. Tbe Ger¬ 
man merchantman and great liners 
have been banished from them like a 
dream when one awaketh The whole 
gigantic oversea trade which Ger¬ 
many haa built up with to much care 
and pride—trkde which la vital to the 
welfare of her people, dtetructlon of 
which means gigantic misery and ruin 
—has fallen like a great house to the 
ground The few German warships 
which existed outside Oermany when 
war began have been hunted down, 
and He, for the most part, deeper than 
ever plummet’s sounding In the abys- 
see of alien oceans. The greet Ger¬ 
man ports, once the scenes of busy 
life, repose like cities of the dead. 
The great German mercantile sea 
lords proclaim their bankruptcy A 
few merchants and comm Is voyageurs 
stranded at Monte Video or Yoko¬ 
hama. wait vainly for the ship that 
will never come, and the order that 
will never be executed. Tbe British 
navy Is thj cne Instrument, on either 
side of conflict, which has performed 
Its work wlt'.i complete and unchal¬ 
lengeable success. It has broken, as 
by s sudden hammer-blow, tbe whole 
or Germany that lived upon and traf¬ 
ficked In deep waters. It has render^ 
ed the German high sea fleet as In* 
nocuous In Its hiding plaoe as If l: 
had never existed—as If the three 
hundred million pounds spent In Its 
construction had been thrown care- 
leaaly Into the German Ocean And 
alowly but surely, without ostentation 
or boasting, like the slaying of a man 
In the darkness by an unseen hand. 
. U has laid Its grip on the throat of 
Germany, never henceforth to be re¬ 
laxed until the end comes The vic¬ 
tim may struggle, lash out with hands 
and feet, writhe In agony, and In Its 
struggles damage all surrounding 
things; but despite the struggles the 
grip will remain secure, the pressure 
continued and Intensified And It Is 
all dependent on some tiny aggregate 
of ahlpaand men "somewhere In the 
British isles ” 

Tbs long controversy between Ad¬ 
miral Mahan and his critics, passing 
from theory to practice, teems likely 
to eod In a vindication of his conten¬ 
tions mors complete than even he had 
dared to anticipate. The boldness of 
Mr. Balfour’s acute and critical mind 
In acceptation of the theories of the 
"Blue-water School" against the pro¬ 
tests of Lord Roberts and any lesj 
distinguished followers,* has been 
more than Justified. The only anxiety 
and the only loss have come from the 
Introduction of a weapon. In a sense 
detached from and independent of sea 
power—the submarine, whose exist¬ 
ence and action at one time caused 
dismay among the fainthearted. That 
dismay Is now nearly over. The In¬ 
genuity of the navy and Its norm-il 
efficiency and courage has rendered 
this Invention in the hands of our 
enemies comparaatlvely Innocuous. It 
nevsr could even attempt to rales the 
eea blockade of Germany. It bad no 
success In home waters, either in at¬ 
tack on capital ships or tnterfsrence 
with the transport of men and muni¬ 
tions of war. Today, while tbe beat 
of the Oerman submarines and their 
most adventurous crews lie rotting on 
the floors of tbe ocean, this new weap¬ 
on has Itself been turned by the Royal 
Navy against our snemlee. And In en¬ 
closed Inland sea# where, before the 
war. no man eve: dreamed that such 
queer craft could penetrate—the Bal¬ 
tic and Marmora—British submarines 
are performing deeds which are tbs 
wonder of the world 
Nothing Is mors Instrnctlvs than to 
watch the gradual change In the ver¬ 
dict oi the German experts In the Otr- 
man papers during the fifteen months 
of naval war. At first they were ex¬ 
ultant In the affirmation that Britain 
had been struck a blow in the vulner¬ 
able place of her armour. They r> 
Jolced over the ’’Braden" making ter¬ 
ror of tbe Indian Ocean, over the 
Oerman Pacific fleet destroying Bdt- 
tah ships under tbe shadow of the 
***** gg the close of a stormy winter 


day; In the various destructions com¬ 
mitted by armea merchantmen or 
light cruisers In the various trade 
routes of the world. Aa one by one 
these disappeared, and. finally, by a 
daring comblnat.on of strategy and 
effective seamanship, the German 
Pacific fleet was battered to pieces off 
the Falkland Islands, thty closed that 
chapter with a sigh of regreL in the 
second chapter, they fought desper¬ 
ately to encourage the spirit of their 
peoples by talking of Utile but of their 
gallant submarine*." It Is not loo 
much to say that the loss of tbe "Lusi¬ 
tania" cauaed universal applause In 
every German city and hamlet. And 
this, not from any special delight In 
the slaughter of women and children, 
but because they had promised to do a 
thing, and had done It successfully; 
because they saw -in vision, one after 
snothar, each British Dreadnought 
succumbing to the same stuck. Last¬ 
ly, came the period when even tbe 
pretence of this success could no 
longer be maintained. The terrified 
Islanders could no longer be depicted 
aa cowering In fear before the might 
of lnstrumecu of the air or of the 
deep. Tbe blockade closed In. and 
aa It tlghtenad, there began to be ex¬ 
hausted the accumulated stocks of 
oversea produce which at first made 
that blockade only felt (as It were) as 
a slight tickling at -he throat which a 
strong man could disregard. The san¬ 
est of the German naval experts, such

The Immense effort of 
Clyde and Wear and Tyne Is cresting 
a new navy, and doubling the strength 
of our sea-power. So much Is this 
true that they have even begun to In¬ 
struct thslr readers in the theory that 
sea-power does not much matter— 
these readers having spent three hun¬ 
dred millions on the theory that "the 
future of Germany Beg on the wa¬ 
ter/’ They announce that they will 
counter the sea blockade with an Im¬ 
mense land adventure, and fling their 
forces to the Persian Gulf or the bor¬ 
ders of Arabia, or along North Africa 
to Morocco and the Pillars of Her¬ 
cules. But wherever they go, they 
will find the sea dominant and the 
"terrified Islanders" countering their 
efforts, barring their only practicable 
way to Syria or from Syria to Egypt, 
transporting armed forces whither 
they will, from Archangel to the Per- 
etan Golf. 

All the while the oversea products 
on which depend the Oerman vlui 
forces eteadliy decline. Rubber Is un¬ 
obtainable. Copper and similar met¬ 
als have to be dismally accumulated 
by scrapping private houses or melt¬ 
ing down church belle. Their cotton 
Industry and wool Industry for civil 
supply have almost ceased, and even 
for military equipment are proving 
steadily Insufficient; while the price 
of the v(tal articles of food haa risen 
to such a hewn as to cause rioting, 
recrimination ) between class and 
class, and a /spirit something ap¬ 
proaching revolution at dome. If al¬ 
ready this internal cancer It develop¬ 
ing. how much It is likely to develop 
during the winter cold and the com¬ 
ing of spring! Sooner or later the 
Central Powers will be In tbeposltlon 
of tbe South Ip America. The In¬ 
creasing chaos and confusion, demon¬ 
strations of hunger, degeneration 
amoLgst the spirit of the people, and 
strangulation which, as It Increases, 
will plunge Germany headlong Into 
such ruin as no civilised nation has 
ever yet suffered, are due In the main 
to tbs efficiency, determination, and 
untiring vigilance of those who, guard¬ 
ing the gates of all the ocean, today 
can still signal "All’s Well!"—The 
Right Hon. C. F. O. Masterman, In the 
London Nation. 


Dominion-Wide Prohibition 

The More Complete the Dry Regime 
the Better for tho Country 
' People who never before took more 
than a languid intereet in the subject 
ere discussing provincial prohibition 
Many drinking men say they would 
welcome absolute prohibition. If there 
le to be a dry regime, the more com 
plate it to in tbelr opinion, the better 
They would expect better results 
from provincial prohibition than from 
local veto. From Dominion prohibi¬ 
tion they would look for better yet. 
For, of course. It must be borne In 
mind that under provincial prohibi¬ 
tion. breweries and distilleries In 
la Hamilton could continue to manu¬ 
facture, and And tale for tbelr wares 
In Quebec or the United States, and 
anyone In Hamilton desiring liquor 
could get It by private order from 
Buffalo. The province has nothing to 
do with manufacture or importation; 
It can only regulate or prohibit the 
sale. But a bouse can only be built 
from the ground up. 8tone by stone, 
loeal option has been laying the foun¬ 
dation. Provincial prohibition would 
furnish the superstructure. Dominion 
prohibition would add the roof, pro¬ 
tecting and rendering complete the 
whole edlfloe. Tbe Committee of One 
Hundred will probably find boats of 
people ready to aid them In seeking 
to carry tbe province along one step 
at a time. Partial prohibition, they 
will think, to better than non# at all. 
When all he provinces, or nearly all. 
go aa far sa they can go. the Domin¬ 
ion parliament may be expected to 
act—Hamilton Spectator. 

Will Not flee Liberty Crushed 
in a speech at the annual dinner 
and business meeting of Ufa Pilgrims 
of the United States. In New York. 
Joseph H. Choate, former American 
ambassador to Great Britain, said 
that hs did not b«ll«ve that the peo- 

K le of the United States could stand 
y and see the cause of liberty crush¬ 
ed In the present war without taking 
part In the fight. 


Problems Vital to Farmers 

economic and Development Commis¬ 
sion Considers Important 
Questions 

At tbo recent session of the Econo¬ 
mic and Development commission, 
held In Ottawa, under tbe chairman 
ship of Hon. Senator Lougheed, pro¬ 
gress was made la the conekluration 
uf various problems now under Inves¬ 
tigation Partlctflar attention was 
given to land eettlement. Immigra¬ 
tion. agriculture, rural finance, coop¬ 
eration. and agricultural statistics. 
Tbs last nsmod subject was dealt 
wtlh somewhat exhaustively, and In 
view of tbe need for more complete 
records of animal production, and tbs 
relationship which It bears to profit 
able fanning, It was resolved that ar¬ 
rangement* should be made, If pos¬ 
sible, to bav« the federal and provin¬ 
cial authorities tfcrougobut the Do¬ 
minion cooperate with a view to hav¬ 
ing a complete and reliable census of 
live stock and agricultural produc¬ 
tions taken annually. 

The value of live stock loan com¬ 
panies In providing credit for tanners 
desirous of purchasing feeding cattle. 
In order to profitably dispose of sur¬ 
plus feed, wee carefully studied. It 
was realised that the cattle feeding In¬ 
dustry should be encouraged in every 
way poaslbls. In order that the large 
number of feeders now being sold by 
Canadian farmers to be finished In the 
United States, should be held in this 
country until ready for market, thus 
Increasing their value to the producer. 
It la expected that bankers who undei' 
stand the Importance of stock raising 
In Its relation to permanent and pro¬ 
fitable agriculture will co-operate In 
promoting this most important Indus 
try In the Dominion. 

Owing to the very comprehensive 
character of the program before the 
commission, a class location of the 
subjects to be Investigated haa been 
made, eo .that those of first Import¬ 
ance may receive Immediate atten¬ 
tion. It has been decided to continue 
tbe Investigation of the subjects of 
land settlement and Immigration as 
rapidly as possible, so that the policy 
of Canada In reference to these mat¬ 
ters may be adjusted in time for the 
reconstruction period following the 
war. It Is being urged that the old 
system of homestead and pre-emption 
as a means of encouraging land set¬ 
tlement, should be replaced by n vig¬ 
orous opllcy. wider In scope. This 
subject to of vital Importance, espec¬ 
ially to the provinces of Western 
Csnsda. and It Is the Intention that It 
shall be given precedence In the work 
of the commission. 

Increased production from lands al¬ 
ready under cultivation and tfM In¬ 
creasing of the area now under tillage 
will be taken up without delay. With 
this Increased production follows the 
queetlon of greater marketing facili¬ 
ties for grains, live Mock, and other 
farm products, and In this connection 
abattoirs, stock yards and cold star* 
age facilities are being presented for 
consideration. Closely rejated to pro¬ 
duction and marketing Is transporta¬ 
tion on highways, railways, and ocean 
routes. While marketing and markets 
are being considered the commission 
will Investigate the possibility of In¬ 
creasing the manufacture of our grain 
Into flour and by-products, the curing 
and canning of meat the utilization of 
the by-products, and the canning and 
preserving of fruits and vegetables. 

Coincident with Increased produc¬ 
tion, tha problem of obtaining short 
and long term credits on easy terms 
will be examined. This will Include a 
further study of the subject of live 
stock loans, also general farm loans, 
and the formation of co-operative 
credit associations for this purpose 

In Investigating tbe problem of land 
eettlement and Immigration, the In 
vestigatlon will be directed toward 
the question of keeping farmere* eons 
on the land; placing tbe men In cities, 
towns, and villages, without psrma- 
nent employment, on farms; aiding 
returned soldiers, experienced or 
adaptable, who may desire to engage 
In agriculture; and Inducing Immi¬ 
grants of dew treble class and nation 
allty to become Canadian farmers. 

The whole euhject of cooperation 
In relation to production, distribution, 
and marketing constitutes In Kself s 
large problem, calling for the most 
careful Inquiry. Mffch progreee has 
already been made In parts of Canada 
In cooperative methods, but there 
remains a considerable field In which 
these principles might be applied with 
advantage to producers and consum 
srs. 

Canada's greet national resources 
of the forest, fisheries, mines and 
water power# will receive the most In 
telllgent Investigation. This great 
work will be undertaken by the com¬ 
mission to estimate their value and 
how best they can be conserved and 
utilized to the benefit of the nation 

Methods of scientific research will 
be employed for the purpose of de¬ 
termining the economic value of pro¬ 
ducts not now utilised by farmers, 
and manufacturers, but which might 
be made to produce revenue In the tn 
terest of the Dominion. Tbe vast field 
of scientific research In relation to 
how producers and consume ns may 
utilise to best advantage our vast na 
tural resources will not be overlook’| 
ed In the program. 

It to a stupendous task that has 
been placed upon tbe commission and 
the division of the work to be under 
taken Immediately haa been found 
necessary.s- Expert advice and the 
assistance of specialists will be se¬ 
cured and In some case* probably tem¬ 
porary expedients will be adopted un 
til Investigation Indicates what will 
be the proper solution of these prob¬ 
lems. or condition become stable so 
that a permanent policy can be fromu 
toted. 

A deputation representing the fruit 
growers’ association of British Colum¬ 
bia was present and urged upon the 
commission the desirability of having 
such mt-asures adopted aa would In¬ 
sure to the apple growers of that pro 
rlnce a fair profit for their labors. 


The Belgian government has com¬ 
piled slat 1st ice as to the destruction 
gyrouoght by the Oerman army In Bel¬ 
gium. The total number of houses 
and public builotage destroyed to 18.* 
207. and details with regard to Flan¬ 
ders. Hainhault. and Luxemburg are 
Jacking The destruction was most 
complete at Spontln. where 17 out or 
120 house# were burnt to the ground, 
and at Dlnant 1,282 out of 1.375 At 
Louvahi. 1,120 out of 7.422 houses 
were destroyed, while 1,000 bouses 
were pillaged. 


To Secure World Peace 

Or. C. W. diet Urges U.8. to Make 
Alliance WHJt Francs and 
Britain 

Dr. Charles W. Eliot, president em¬ 
eritus of Harvard university, has 
contributed a thoughtful article to 
the New York Times It Is cap¬ 
tioned: "Should America Join n 
League of ’Faith-Keeping Nations?"* 
First of all Dr. Blot emphasises the 
point that a large proportion of the 
Americans In favor of military pre¬ 
paration have hasy Ideas aa to what 
military preparation entails, and also 
as to the purpose to be served by 
such preparation. And on the other 
hand, avers Dr. Eliot, the opponents 
of preparedness are equally diverse 
In thefr arguments. 

But what they are all agreed upon, 
he thinks, to that the United 8tatea 
can run no rle|t of tha fate which 
has overtaken Belgium, Poland, 
Northern France, Serbia and other 
portions of Europe. "And the most 
satisfactory insurance—Indeed the 
only accessible Insurance—to," says 
the ex-president, ''Increase of the de¬ 
fensive feature* tn naval warfare— 
•uch aa mines, submarines, monitors, 
aeroplanes, ant a wifi cruisers—and 
ample provision of shore batteries of 
long range guns Most Americans 
would undoubtedly be willing to pay 
for this Insurance, even If the risk 
of successful Invasion be admitted 
to be very small/* 

Doubt to cast by Dr. Eliot upon tbe 

K lnt whether the American public 
i made up Us mind to "organise 
and support an army In the modern 
■ense.” But he is quite clear that 
If It ever does make up Its mind to 
do so the present army system and 
state militia will have to be aban¬ 
doned. In their place a democratic 
army modeled more or lees after the 
Swiss army, will. In hto opinion, be 
necessary. This, says Dr. Eliot, would 
be "novel" to the average American 
and hto reason for thinking so ap¬ 
pears from tbs following passage: 

"The new legtolatlon would have 
to cover euch unfamiliar and dto- 
taateful subjects as accurate regto- 
tration, watchfully maintained, of 
tbe training, occupation and place 
of residence of every able bodied 
man between 20 and 40; mobiliza¬ 
tion, the proclamation of martial 
law, the eelxure of many kinds of 
private property for military uses, 
and taxation raised much above the 
peace limits. Unless the crisis he 
acute, this Is not s Job to be under¬ 
taken by congress In a hurry or 
under the stimulus of either wrath 
dr fear. It la rery doubtful. Indeed. 
Jf cong ress would ever adopt such 
TeglilaTten except under the Influ¬ 
ence of serious disasters In actual 
war. The Civil War brought no such 
legtolatlon. Greet Britain even now 
does not adopt It." 

The second portion of his article 
Dr. Eliot devotes to a consideration of 
the allied questions of tbe freedom of 
the seas sod the commercial rights 
of neutrals In war time. In regard to 
the freedom of the teas Dr. Eliot la 
not satisfied that ths task can be per 
maaently accomplished by tbe Brit¬ 
ish navy alone, even making full al¬ 
lowance for what It has accomplished 
In the present war "with a little aid 
from Prance, Italy and Japan" His 
own solution to the following: 

"One satisfactory aolutlon of that 
problem can now be clearly dis¬ 
cerned—and only one which would be 
both feasible and effectlva. A firm 
and durable combination of Great 
Britain, France. Italy, Russia, and 
Japan—present belligerents—and by 
Invitation the United States or Pan- 
America and Scandinavia, could as¬ 
sure the freedom of the seas for all 
the world- In time of peace, and for 
themselves and their allies in time of 
war, by means of their navies with 
tbe support of such garrisons aa 
these nations are already accuatomeo 
to provide. . . 

"The experiences of the civilised 
world since the first conference at 
The Hague have demonstrated that 
peace cannot be procured or main 
lalned Cor Europe or ths world 
through International agreement*, 
however comprehensive and rational; 
because somp strong nations In Eur¬ 
ope claim the right to disregard any 
agreement on grounds of a military 
necessity, they to be sols Judges of 
ths necessity The peare-deslring na¬ 
tions are. therefore, thrown back on 
the study of a less ambitious and 
more hopeful project—the sreatton of 
a small league of falth-kleplng na 
tlons pledged to resist attack from 
without on any of Us members Had 
■uch a league existed In July, 1814. 
the present war would not have 
taken place, even if It had contained 
only three powers—Great Britain. 
France and Russia. Seventeen months 
of furious fighting and heartrending 
■ufferlng have made the creation and 
maintenance of a large league more 
than , possible—even probable " 

As a kind or secondary proposal 
Dr. Eliot suggests that "for the pur 
pose of defending the United States 
from foreign Invasions" a smaller 
league might suffice. Britain, France 
and the United States would, In his 
opinion, form such a league. Each 
would bs pledged to resist attack on 
either of the others. In support of 
this proposal the doctor advances the 
following: 

"For the formation of that combina¬ 
tion many strong motives conspire. 
These are ths three nations which 
have stood longest, and now stand 
firmest, for ths Ideals of politics! and 
social freedom and Justice, and of 
consideration for the weak or un¬ 
fortunate In the conduct of public 
affairs. War between any of theee 
three nations is hereafter absolutely 
unthinkable; and any compact made 
by all three would remain firm and 
Inviolable, no matter what the exe¬ 
cution of ths compact might cost 
Here again to a definite object for 
naval preparation by the United 
States, but an object which might In¬ 
volve us In heavy responslbllllss."

WORLD IS LEARNING ABOUT OUR WHEAT FIELDS 


Lord Northcliff Prnixes the Energy and Resourcefulness of the 
Dominion, and nays That Canadians are a People of 
Immense Courage and Vitality 


Russia Not In U S. Market 

"Ths Imperial munitions board is 
officially Informed that there to no 
truth In the statements which hare 
appeared recently to the effect that 
the Russian government Is negotiat¬ 
ing the placing of orders for tan 
million shrapnel and high explosive 
■hells In ths United States," says a 
statement Issued by tbs board re¬ 
cently. 

The board has recently placed an 
or».er for 60.000 boxes for 4 6 brass 
cartridge cases. Tenders were called 
for and the tenders received ranged 
from fl 22Vb per box to $4 per box. 
Tbe order was placsd at ths iowsst 
pries quoted. 


A special London correspondent 
■ays- "J went to see Lord Northcllfls 
today, in bis customary seat In hto 
■mall but comfortable sanctum In the 
Time* office. 

"I wanted to talk to him about Can* 
ad a, lor hs has seen a good deal more 
Canadian territory than most Can¬ 
adians. v 

"1 wont talk about c«npuls Ion," 
said hto lordship. "That la finished. 
We can now raise all ths men we 
want for the war by a business like 
system that prevents Injustice, and 
provides exactly as many men as 
may be required on any given date. 
The struggle was long and fierce, 
and It was much misunderstood In 
Canada, where you are deluged with 
some pro-German views by cable 
and otherwise from London. 

"Let us talk about Canada be¬ 
take, during and after lb# war. Wbsn 
visualised by the world up to August, 
1814, Canaus was a great grain pro¬ 
ducing country, and anywhere where 
emigrants could be found there were 
pictures of vest prairie wheat fields. 
For ths rest It was known as ous of 
several ’Lands of Promise,’ with One 
railways and unlimited acres tor am¬ 
bitious settlers. 

"It was a picture that was begin 
nlng to pall somewhat, we had seen 
It and heard of It so often. As a 
piece of material It was Immensely 
attractive, but material Is not so 
much In faahlonln the world in Jan¬ 
uary, 1818, as U was In January, 
1818. 

"Far seeing people who look to 
the future see that tbe world will not 
be la the hands of the pacificists. 
They know that the proved nations 
of Canada. Australia, Nsw Zealand. 
South Africa. Great Britain. Francs. 
Belgium and Italy will occupy a 
position which will be greatly rein¬ 
forced by a manhood that has been 
through the great teat of a vast up¬ 
heaval that has shaken the universe. 

"1 am not fond o: war." continued 
Lord Northdlffe. "1 should have 
greatly preferred to see England 
kept out of the war If It had been 
possible, but 1 ahou.d be ashamed to 
belong to the race, bound by treaties 
as we were to Belgium, and by an 
understanding with France, If we 
had turned aside while the German 
Monster robbed, ravaged and slew. 

"According to German calcula¬ 
tions. Canada end the other Domin¬ 
ions were to have risen In revolt 
agaiftst England when we were 
drawn Into the vortex of n European 
war. Among the things that tbe Ger 
mans are rubbing their thick heads 
about to this great miscalculation It 
to a mistake that haa cost them very 
dearly Indeed." 

Turning to the already historic 
battles In which the Canadian forces 
have fought and distinguished them 
selves. Lord Northdlffe said: 

"Ypres, Feetubert, and Olvenchy 
are battlefields which will Uve In the 
future as greater than Waterloo, 
throughout France. Great Britain 
and Belgium and far away Into Hus 
■la. Canada now stands not merely 
as a nation of great commercial ca¬ 
pacity. but as a people of immense 
courage and vitality. 

"Upon the top of this reputation 
comes tbe news that the Dominion, 
with a population of some eight 
millions. Is about to Increase Its con 
trlbutlon to ths war to a magnificent 
total of 600.000 men. That news Is 
having Its effect ell over the world 
already. Prestige counts for every¬ 
thing. Canada has already gained 
her prestige in the great world 
struggle. 

"I notice as a result that ths Rus¬ 
sian newspapers, which were hither¬ 
to merely interested in Canada as 
being a place at the top of tbe 
United States, are now discussing 
the futare relations of Russia and 
Canada. 

"Ths Russians evidently want to 
dear more about the Canadians. The 
vast Russian empire contains oniy 
some 50.000 miles of railroads. They 
have begun to talk about your sup 
erb transcontinental lines, and are 
asking whether the men who built 
•those roads cannot come and build 
roads In Russia, and open up tbe 
vast territories that are so far quite 
unreachable to each other. 

"They are hearing about your 
wheat fields, your agricultural ma¬ 
chinery They want to know the 
manufacturing capacity of Canada 
To their aurprtos the allies are find¬ 
ing that Csnsda can turn out an Im¬ 
mense amount of munitions, and if 
munitions during the war, why not 
machinery after tha war? To say 
you are a Canadian In Russia today 
to to need no other Introduction 
whatever. You are a friend, a prov¬ 
ed friend. 

"Russia desires above all to shake 
off the- commercial yoke that Ger 
many has put around her neck, and 
she to looking to you to help. There¬ 
fore my personal acquaintance wKh 
both Canada and Russia convlncls me 
that there are a score of reasons 
why trade relations between your 
two vast territories would In ths fut¬ 
ure be of such s nature as would 
greatly benefit both countries. 

"The rise of Canada has been com¬ 
paratively slow. It to about 370 
years since Jacques Cartier began 
the process of opening up. It to little 
more than 160 years since Wolfe put 
Quebec on tbe map of the empire, 
and thirty years since the whistle 
of the transcontinental locomotive 
was first heard on the Pacific. 

"It Is only a fax- months since 
'Ypres* was on ths world’s tongue 
Today Jt looms In ths world’s his 
lory, and as, the years go by It will 
grow bigger and bigger. I harp met 
a few Canadians who era not particu¬ 
larly enthusiastic over the war I 
never met one who confesses he 
would have stood by and kept aloof 
from this war, a war not of revenge 
but of Justice. 

"Canadian charity too has shona 
out like a great star In a dark firma¬ 
ment. Tha results have amated 
people In Britain. But Canada’s fin¬ 
ancial stability, her willingness to 


help finance the war, are two amp 
lights on ths Dam In loo For more 
then a quarter of a century 1 have 
been an enthusiastic visitor to aa4 
an admirer of Canada, bet 1 con- 
peas her efforts bavs surprised mo. 

"Sometimes In many parts of Can¬ 
ada 1 have mat gloomy man who 
thought the empire was tumbling to 
pieces, that their future relatione 
were all North and South,' not ’East 
and West/ How wrong they were. 
The future trade relations are ob¬ 
viously still more ’East and Weal* 
than aver. 

"Canada stands before the world 
today as a complete nation, a natioa 
which baa sent a larger army a 
greater distance than soy In the 
world’s history. Our effort In 8outh 
| Africa sixteen years ago was a 
wonderful piece of tramiport and 
| difficult fighting, but If Canada 
sends her 600,000 men across, en¬ 
listed out of a population of eight 
millions. It will be a record unequal- 
led." 


As to Navigability 

of Hudson Straits 

Experience Would Seem to Prove 
That fitralta Are Open for at 
Least Four Months of 
Year 

Tbs detailed report of Mr. Bowden, 
chief engineer of the department of 
railways, who has replied to the a lie. 
gallons of Engineer Anderson of the 
murine department, in regard to the 
navigability of Hudson 8tralts. states 
that at the beginning of the season 
Mr. Anderson's work took him Into 
the neighborhood of Cape Chidley. tbe 
Button islands and Port Burwell. on 
tbe south side of the eastern en¬ 
trance. It was well known to all navi¬ 
gators of experience In these waters 
that In tbe early season the Btrell 
should be entered on the north sI<I«k 
which was usually clear of Ice sev¬ 
eral weeks earlier than the Button Is¬ 
land region. 

This was confirmed by the passage 
into ths 8trait on August 4 of six ves¬ 
sels operated by the department of 
railways and canal*, five of which 
were slightly constructed, without Ire 
strengthening of any kind. On the 
same day Mr Anderson In the Ice¬ 
breaker Acadia. wra« still Iqebound. 

Mr Anderson, the memorandum 
continues, was equally unfortunate 
toward the end of the navigation see- 
eon when on Oct. 13 he encountered 
closely packed and extremely heavy 
Fox (Miannel ice. "which would cause 
serious trouble to any ond inary 
freight steamer." 

The railway department's vessels 
had been more fortunate. Ths steam¬ 
ship Hurley Chine, tar Instance, oub 
wond bound, was off tbe western en¬ 
trance of ths 8tra!t on the night of 
Oct.-10 and reached the eastern end 
on the morning of Oct. 13; tbe steam¬ 
ship Bonaventure passed the eastern 
entrance Oct. 9 and the westrr 
trance on Oct. 12. Both the steam¬ 
ships Sheba and Bonaventure, out¬ 
ward bound, passed the western en¬ 
trance Oct 22 and the eastern en¬ 
trance on October 26. Both the 
steamers Durley Chine and Shelia 
were single deck oargo vessels with¬ 
out any Ice strengthening whatever, 
vet they suffered no Injury They 
had been subjected to Ice, gale tags 
and snowstorms, all of which had been 
mentioned by Mr Anderson as esusea 
of delay and yet as the time of thefr 
passages showed, theee had proved 
negligible. 

"It would seem," continued ths 
memorandum, “that Anderson's re¬ 
port had been fou tibia of 

perversion, by prejudiced readers who, 
by abstracting Isolated paragraphs, 
ere enabled to draw Inferences at 
variance with a deliberately prepared 
expressions of opinion." 

Just before Mr. Anderson left on hta 
last voyago In Hudson Hay he pre¬ 
pared an artlrle entitled "Supplement 
Relating to Hudson Bay and Strait
